CSUS may stop free learning disability assessments

Sacramento State is considering a 
move that would eliminate free learn- 
ing disability assessments for students 
to offset the cost of increased financial 


aid staffing. 


' This budget cut is being considered 
because the CSUS Council for Univer- 
sity Planning transferredresponsibility 
of the Student Services Testing Center 
without providing additional resources 
to Disabled Student Services. After

USGS project 
to get started 
on first of Nov.

Construction for the 60,000 
square foot, five-story, United 
States Geological Survey build- 
ing approved Jan. 25 by the CSU 
Board of Trustees is scheduled to 
begin at Sacramento State Nov. 
te 

Amidst extreme opposition 
from the biology department, the 
building will be built in the quad 
in front of the Science building. 
Originally, the science depart- 
ment was supposed to build a 
Science II building on that site, 
but due to lack of funding, the 
board voted unanimously to al- 
low the geology department to 
take over the site. 

“This building willhavemany 
functions beyond benefiting the 
geology department. It will have 
a need for biology, chemistry, 
civil engineering and geography 
students,” said Dr. Greg Wheeler, 
Dean of the Geology Department, 
“Tt will also provide interns and 
jobs for various students, USGS 
already employs 30 Sac State 
students.” 

As outlined in literature pro- 
vided by the geology department, 
. the building will provide “shared 
- resources to support student and 

faculty research, a direct oppor- 

tunity for faculty and students in 

various departments to do col- 

laborative research, and a highly 

competitive combination of fa- 
’ cilities and expertise.” 

The biology department 
doesn’t share their enthusiasm. 
Nor do they feel the building will 
provide any benefits for anyone 
else. 

“We feel the location is not 
appropriate because the construc- 
tion and influx of new employ- 
ees will be disruptive and bur- 
densome,” 
Riehman, Department Chair of 
Biological Science, “We have 
labs that are sensitive to vibra- 

tion which will be disturbed by 
the close proximity of construc- 
tion.” 

Assistant Vice President for 
Facilities Management Howard 
Harris said, “The construction 
willcauseminor inconvenience.” 
He added, “When the engineer- 
ing building was constructed, 
which is relatively the same dis- 
tance away, no complaints were 
made.” He estimated construc-

completion date set for Novem- 
ber 1996. 

Among biology’s other con- 
cerns were the cost of the build- 
ing. CSUS will own 20 percent 
of the building, which works out 
to about $200,000 a year in rent 
for 30 years. 

“We expect whatever the uni- 
versity share is will be defrayed 
by fund raising and that effort 
will continue until the building is 
paid off. Our worst case scenario 


’ would be that the university 


would have to pay the full rent 
and everyone would still reap the 
benefits ofhaving USGS on cam- 
pus,” said Wheeler. 

In order for the building to be 
built, abond must be bought by a 
major financial institution, which 
in turn gives the university the

Under the plan, the test- | 
ing center would continue to 
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provide learning disabled students, 
many of whom need extra time to take 
an exam, the opportunity to take tests. 
The center will no longer function as a 
place thatallows students to take make- 
up tests. In the 1993-94 academic year, 
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the center administered nearly 2,500 
tests with a staff of five people. 
Currently, the center also provides 
free assessments from professional 
learning disability specialists to stu- 
dents who are having trouble in school 
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and want to determine if they have a learning 
disability. Students cannot qualify for any 
disabled studentservices- including extended 
testing periods- without written proof that 
they are disabled. 

According to Special Education Profes- 


sor William Harris, private prac- 
tices charge as much as $2,500 
for learning disability assess- 
ments. 

The University Committee for 
Persons with Disabilities unani- 
mously passed a resolution at its 
monthly meeting Friday, asking 
Vice President for Academic Af- 
fairs Jolene Koester and Gerth to 
reconsider the transferring of 
money allocated to the testing 
center. “But,” the resolution said, 
“in the event that does not occur, 
we would like to see some alter- 
natives explored.” 

Many members of the com- 
mittee expressed disappointment 
with CSUS President Donald 
Gerth’s decision to re-allocate 
money from the testing center’s 
budget. 

“This is a very, very impor- 
tantissue for people on campus,” 
Harris said. 

Harris said he wanted to see 
input gathered from students and 
faculty before a final decision is 
made on eliminating assessment. 

“Many students have visible 
challenges that we assist them in 
automatically when they come 
to us,” Harris said. “LD is an 
invisible one. ‘And, often times, 
evenpeople whohave them don’t 
know it.” 

Disabled Student Union Presi- 
dent Darla Hudson, who is a 
member of UCPD, told the com- 
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mittee that she has spoken to 
several students who said they 
would be willing to pay for as- 
sessments ona sliding scale based 
on income. She also suggested 
the testing center use interns to 
do the assessments. 

Sonntag said Monday that the 
use of interns “is not really a 
viable option.” Interns, she said, 
would not be willing to work for 
free, and right now there is not 
ally money available for them. 
The program currently uses 
graduate assistants as interns to 
dothe assessments. These gradu- 
ate assistants are paid. 

~UCPD Co-Chair Roland Dart 
said, “The question is whether or 
not we’ ve exhausted all possible 
options, including volunteer help. 
I just don’t think that’s been 
done.” 

Hudson said the Disabled Stu- 
dent Union has a real concern 
with inadequate funding and 
staffing for disabled student ser- 
vices. She said that many stu- 
dents will be hurt if free assess- 
ments are discontinued. 

“As President of the SD,” 
Hudson said, “TI think the id 
idea is Indicrous.”’ 

Sonntag, whoservesas UCPD 
secretary, said that, while she did 


not want to eliminate assess- | 


ments, she felt it was the only 
way to continue offering the other 
services that the testing center 
offers.

The faculty of Sacramento 
State’s School of Education 
unanimously passed aresolu- 
tion Friday to not support the 
CSUsystem’sproposal toelimi- 
nateremedial education atCali- 
fornia State Universities. 

The resolution reads: “As 
faculty in the School of Edu- 
cationat CSUS, wehavecom- 
mitted ourselves to an inclu- 
sive system of higher educa- 
tion. We do not support the 
élimination of remedial edu-

ity,” Sonntag said. “This possibly 
should be no exception.” 

“If you had $15 before and now you 
have $10, what are you going to do?” 
said Assistant Vice President for Fac- 
ulty and Academic Affairs Isabel 
Hernandez-Serna. “There has to be a 
trade-off.” y 

The budget for the testing center has 
remained constant since 1980, Sonntag 
said. She said that while she appreci- 
ates that the budget has not been re- 
duced like many other programs on 
campus, shenoted thatit has not grown 
despite the increase in identified learn- 


ing disabled students from 92 during 
the 1985-86 academic year to 382 this 
year. 

Sonntag told the committee that she 
began the program and can remember 
hiring the first leaming disability special- 
ist. “I’ve gota lot invested in this, too.” 

Affirmative Action Officer 
Stephanie Lieberman, who is leaving 
CSUS for the University of Minnesota 
this week, said she has long been 
troubled by the university budget deci- 
sions being made without student and 
faculty consultation. She also said there 
aren’t enough “bridge services” estab- 
lished to help students affected by the 
elimination of a program. 


“T would urge the community in the 
future to look at ways to provide the 
bridge,” Lieberman said. “Because the 
budgetisn’t going to get better. It’s going 
to get worse.” 

Committee members also expressed 
the concer that elimination of the assess- 
ments would send the wrong message to 
CSUS students. 

“Do we want to work at an institution 
that doesnot fully supportour students?,” 
Harris asked. “That’s the key.” 

Koester said Monday that the UCPD’s 
resolution will be considered carefully 
when final decisions are made regarding 
the future of learning disability assess- 
ments is determined. Koester said she is 


concemed about the growing demand for 
learning disability assessments, 

Afterthemeeting closed, several learm- 
ing disabled students who were in the 
audience spoke to the committee, ex- 

+ pressing that they were pleased with the 
committee’ s resolution. 

Student Darnell Mask said that the 
cost of learning disability assessments 
would probably mean thatmany learning 
disabled students would neverknow they 
had a disability because they could not 
afford to take the tests. 

“Tfit costs $200 or $300 to take atest 
because you may have a problem, then 
it might mean you’ ll just have to work 
through that problem,” Mask said.

ACADEMIC ENHANCEMENT 
which includes the Career Center, Ser- 
vice Learning and the E & CS Center 
for Academic Success whichrequested 
a total of $32,840 or 1.4 percent of the 
total at a cost of $1.48 to the individual 
student.

“The way many of these programs 
work is that they receive grants from 
the ASI,” Edgar said. 
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Edgar explained that the approxi- 
mately 300 groups on campus can 
request up to $750 per club or $1500 
perevent from the Activities Finance 
Council, which reviews all re- 
quests. 

“We sift through and we have to 
deny some people and we accept some 
others. We make the decisions on the 
basis of what is the direct benefit to the 
student body. Is itokay with the univer- 
sity? Ifit’s notokay with the university, 
we are certainly not going to approve 
it.” 

Edgar said that the Activities Fi- 
nance Council will sometimes award 
an event less money than is being re- 
quested because the members of the 
council may feel that the full amountis 
not needed. 

“The best thing about AFC is the 
direct contact with the student, money 
wise,” Edgar said. “They see results

Now thathockey season is upon us, I feel itmy 
responsibility asa journalist to educate people who 
may not know the finer points of the game. 

So here is my introductory course in hockey 
vocabulary for anyone still trying to leam the 
game: 

A is for Art Ross; the former Boston Bruins 


coach who presented the league with a trophy in - 


1947 to be given to the league’s leading scorer. 

B is for breakway; an outnumbered offensive 
attack. If it’s a two-on-one, the defenseman is 
supposed to take away the pass and let the goalie 
worry about the guy with the puck. Ifhe scores, it’s 
the goalie’s fault. If the other guy scores, it’s the 
defenseman’s fault. 

Cis for crease; the blue area in front of the net. 

Dis for draw (faceoff). It’s how they get the 
game going after every break in the action. 

Eis forempty net. If you’re losing late in the 
game, you pull the goalie out for an extra 
attacker. It increases your chances to score, but 
it leaves you very vulnerable. 

F is for five-hole; the area between the 
goalie’s legs. 

G is for Gordie Howe. The guy’s nickname 
is Mr. Hockey. That pretty much says all you 
need to know. 

His for the Habs, as in the Canadiens, the team 
with the most championship in sports history. 

I is for icing; which is similar to delay of 
game. It’s called when you send the puck in 
from behind the red line and the other team gets 
to it first. Then the faceoff is in your zone. It’s 
not called when you're trying to kill a penalty. 

J is for Johnson. The late Bob Johnson, 


_ legendary NHL and Team USA coach who was 


famous for his expression, “It’s a great day for 


hockey:” - 


Kis forkilling penalties. If you get caught, you 
have to sit in the penalty box and your team has to 
play a man short for the length of your penalty. 

Lis for Lord Stanley, who donated a silver cup 
in 1892 because he thought there should be a 
championship of the entire Canadian region. Now 
the Cup is presented to the NHL champion. Each 
player on the winning team gets to take the Cup 
home over the summer. 

M is for Mario Lemieux. Welcome back, 
Super Mario. 

N is for Norris Trophy, presented annually to 
the best defenseman in the game. 

Oisforoffsides, called when aplayer enters the 
offensive zone before the puck or when a pass 
crosses two lines before reaching the player. Note 
that the lines in hockey are neutral, a puck or body 
mustbe completely across the line before itcounts. 

Pis for plus/minus, calculated based on even- 
strength goals scored when a player is on the ice. 

Qis for Quebec, which no longer has a team 
after the Nordiques moved to Denver and be- 
came the Colorado Avalanche. 

R is-for referee. He’s the one wearing the 
orange stripes on his sleeves and is the only one 
who can call penalties. The other guys are 
linesmen and are responsible for offsides and 
icing calls. 

S is for slapshot; an offensive weapon and a 
great movie abouta minor league hockey team, 
starring Paul Newman. 

Tis for top shelf; the upper part of the net. It’s 
sometimes referred to as the lingerie section 
because, like in department stores, it’s upstairs 
and guys don’t go there very often. 

U is for uppercut. It isn’t necessary, but a 
good one can come in handy. 

V is for Vezina Trophy, given annually to 
the top goaltender in the league. 

W is for Wayne Gretzky, who holds or 
shares 61 records including most career goals, 
assists and points. They don’t call him “the 
Great One” for nothing. 

X is for x-rays, which must be taken often

Y is for Yzerman. Stevie Y has been leaving 
goalies shaking their heads for years. 

Zis for Zarley Zalapski. He’s a journeyman 
but how can you leave out a guy with a name 
like a Zarley Zalapski?

(Division I-AA) Hofstra University (6-0) at 
Hornet Stadium.

Spanning nearly three decades of 
live performances, Robert Plant and 
Jimmy Page rocked the house in Sac- 
ramento Friday evening, leaving little 
doubt as to who is the greatest Rock 
‘n’ Roll band ever, playing a best of 
Led Zeppelin collection for a sold- 
outcrowd at Cal Expo Amphitheater: 

The crowd was as diverse as the 
music created by the mighty Zeppe- 
lin, some wore Suicidal Tendencies 
T-shirts, some wore tye-dyed Grate- 
ful Dead T-shirts, some were barely 
12 years old and some were old 
enough to have voted for JFK, but 
they were all united together with the 
reunion of Plant and Page. 

Led Zeppelin’s mass appeal was 


evident when the first song began to play as the entire 
amphitheater roared, whether it was the firsf time or the 20th 
time, €veryone was pumped to be at the show. Plantand Page 
were equally energetic and began the evening with the 
bouncy-rock tune of “The Wanton Song.” Plant jumped 
around the stage and threw his arms in the air as the crowd 


mimicked the famous singer. 


Following the first song came “Bring it on Home” and 
“Ramble On,” each flowing with the signature blues/rock 
sound of guitar that helped lead to Led Zeppelin’s early 
success. Equally known for their diverse style of music, 
Plant and Page then slowed the pace and hypnotized the 
audience with the translucent sounds of “No Quarter.” On 
the giant picture screens to the left and right of the stage, 
swirling pictures of colors and shapes swarmed the screen 
while stage lights danced upon the audience, leaving half the 
crowd in awe and the other half smoking another joint. 

Although all songs were written during the glory days of 
Led Zeppelin, they sounded a little different with the eclectic 
ensemble of musicians, including the Sacramento Sym- 
phony, the Egyptian Pharaohs (famous Egyptian orchestra) 
and guitarist Porl Thompson of the Cure. For example, 
Thompson displayed his talents playing the banjo during 
“That’s The Way” and the Egyptian Pharaohs lead the way 
during “Friends” playing instruments not common in~ 
America, let alone Rock ‘n’ Roll. But Plant and Page pull it 


off with no surprise. 


Page was magnificent throughout the concert, and at 
times his guitar solos were mind-boggling and one couldn’t 
help but get wrapped up in the moment. Audience members 
danced freely and did not care that they couldn’t dance.

We could bring in some 
radical feminists or perhaps some left- 
wing attorneys (maybe we could even 
get Gloria Allred or Anita Hill!) to 
teach us about the real danger that 
sexual harassment poses to our society. 
We could sponsor a series of lectures, 
discussions, maybeevenaclass or two..

ABC refused to run (already paid 
for) ads in 1994 for Mother Jones, a 
liberal magazine, because ABC cen- 
sors said it was defamatory. Not un- 
true, Mother Jones had provided 
documentation collected from pub- 
lic records, but defamatory. What 
did these ads say? 

Arch-conservative Newt 
Gingrich and Democratic leader 
Richard Gephardt, have each re- 
ceived over 200, 000 from the 
same group of PACs, (Molly 
Ivins, 1994) 

Not terribly shocking, but some- 
one in power didn’t want the media 


to broadcast this information. I'd call 
this censorship. 

In Northern California, many lo- 
cal newspapers have practiced a vir- 
tual media blackout with regard to 
the true and numerous activities of 
Earth First! Instead they have printed 
pieces that Earth First! claims are 
libelous and are possibly generated 
by their adversaries in the locally 
politically powerful logging indus- 
try. Censorship? I say yes. 

“Inventing Reality” by Michael 
Parenti, a book used by more than 
one professor at Sac State states this 
of the Gulf War: 


War coverage was tightly con- 
trolled by the military, limited to 
rotating pools of accredited report- 
ers, closely monitored by a military 
attache... NBC anchor Tom Brokaw 
was...sympathetic. “Officers remem- 
ber Vietnam and, in fairness to them, 
some got burned.” So 
“understandibly” they didn’t want 
the press to “to cause the same dam- 
age again.” (Parenti, 1993, pg. 167) 

Why should they be concerned 
about the press causing damage? Did 
you know that over 90 percent of the
